Right Honourable, | 


Ee the Gentry of the County of Norfo/k, and of the County and City of Norw:ch , do cordi- 
ally rejoyce, with many others of theſe Counties, and of the Nation, for your Excellen- 
cies return into your Native Countrey with honour and ſafety : And that the late Diffe- - 
rences in the Armies are now ſo happily compoſed without blood-ſhed ; We are defirous 
to blefle our good God for theſe mercies, and to acquaint your Lordſhip, That we have 
ſignified the Reſentment of our grievances to the Speaker of the Parliament ; A true Copie 
whereof we have here incloſed, ſent to your Exce _ leaſt any perſons ſhould in our 
abſence miſ-repreſent us or our intentions to your Lordſhip : We reſt,

| E the Gentry of the County of Norfo/4, and County and City of Norwich, Being deeply affected with 
Wi. ſence of our ſad Diſtractions and Diviſions, both in Church and State ; And wearied with the Miſe- 
ries of an unnaturall Civil War, The too frequent Interruptions of Government, the Impoſitions of ſeverall 
heavy Taxes, And the loud out-cryes of multitudes of undone and almoſt famiſhed people,occafioned by a ge- 
nerall decay of Trade, which hath ſpread it ſelf throughout the whole Nation, and theſe Counties in particular ; 

' And having met together and peg er what may beſt remedy and remoye Our and the Nations preſent grei- 

vances and Diſtractions; Do humbly conceive, That the chief Expedient, will be,the Recalling of thoſe Mem- Jo 
bers that were ſecluded in 1648. and ſate before the Force put upon the Parliament (We of this County of | 
Norfolk,being by ſuch Seclufion deprived of any perſon to repreſent us in Parliament) and alſo by filling up the 
vacant places thereof; And all to be admitted without any Oath or Engagement, previous to their Entrance ; 
Which being done, We ſhall be ready to acquieſce and ſubmit in all things to the Judgment and Authority of 
Parliament ; Without which Authority, the People of England cannot be obliged to pay any Taxes,
